May it please Your Excellency . 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to Your Excellency this our Seventy-seventh Report. 
In this Report the statistics of attendance, religious denomina- 
tions, etc., in the schools, are for the year ended the 31st 
December, 1910, the financial statements are for the year ended 
the 31st March, 1911, and the general information is brought up 
to the 31st July, 1911. 

In our last Report to Your Excellency we found it necessary 
to explain in some detail the critical position then existing with 
regard to the provision of grants for the building and improve- 
ment of the national schoolhouses. We pointed out that owing 
to the want of funds we had been obliged to cease making grants 
to managers for building purposes since the month of November, 
1909, that there were some 130 cases, representing, approxi- 
mately, an expenditure of 11135,000, in which we had approved 
of the erection of new buildings, and that, besides over 100 other 
applications in which we were then making the necessary investi- 
gations, there were fully 600 other cases of unsuitable buildings 
where applications had not yet been received, in addition to 
between 2,000 and 3,000 cases where additional accommodation 
or the provision of class-rooms w r as necessary in the buildings 
now in use. In all these numerous cases we found ourselves

Since this was written the sanctioning of building grants has been resumed. 
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not to exceed 1121 ,000, to meet one-half the cost incurred by the 
school managers for these purposes, and we anticipate that much 
will thereby be done to make our rural schools more comfortable 
and better adapted to influence the pupils to a proper sense of 
the importance of health and cleanliness in the ordering of their 
homes. But at the same time we must express regret that, in 
accordance with our original proposals, a more generous grant 
has not been provided. We desired that the grant should contain 
provision for the daily cleaning and weekly charing of the school 
premises, but the amount promised will, in addition to the 
winter heating, merely meet the expense of the annual white- 
washing of the premises and the necessary cleansing of the out- 
offices. 

For several years we have urged the importance of the estab- Scholar- 
lishment of scholarships for the clever pupils of our schools, and sh 'i“ fnl ' 
we are glad to note that something is now to be done to meet this pupl s ' 
want. We are at present considering (in connection with the 
Board of Intermediate Education) a scheme of scholarships for 
which funds have been, promised by the Chief Secretary. 

The teachers’ pension system still remains in the unsatisfactory Teachers’ - 
condition mentioned in former reports, but as the Chancellor of i ,enslons - 
the Exchequer has definitely promised on more than one occasion 
that this question will be dealt with comprehensively, as soon as 
the National Insurance Bill now before Parliament has been 
disposed of, we have good hope of seeing this important matter 
put on a satisfactory basis early in the coming year. 

The precarious position of many assistant teachers, the tenure Improved 
of whose employment depends on the average attendance of the 
pupils from quarter to quarter, has long been felt as a real assent"" 
hardship by many deserving members of the school-staffs, teachers. 

A new provision, for which the Chief Secretary has recently 
secured the approval of the Treasury,, will go far to remove the 
apprehensions felt by such teachers owing to the fear of loss of 
employment through slight variations of average attendance. 

In future we shall not be compelled to withdraw salary from 
assistant teachers on account of a decline in the school attend- 
ance, unless it falls more than ten units below the average required 
for the appointment — in other words, what may be called the 
retaining average of an assistant teacher will always be less by ten* 
than the figure necessary to w T arrant a new appointment. This 
regulation will enable many assistants to preserve their positions 
free from anxiety regarding the probable effects of temporary 
declines in the attendance of the pupils. 

For many years past, as we have frequently pointed out to Higher 
Your Excellency, we have felt the necessity of extending and 
completing our provision for primary education by the institution 
of some machinery which would enable the elder pupils of our 
schools to continue their studies in conditions of greater efficiency 
than are practicable with our existing system of school organisa- 
tion. In 1903 we pressed upon the Government the necessity of

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establishing a system of higher elementary schools specially 
organised and equipped to meet the needs of pupils of twelve yea/ 
of age and upwards, so as to secure the benefits of advancer 
primary education to scholars up to 16 or 17 years of age and tn 
prepare them for industrial pursuits or for entrance to technical 
schools. Our scheme contains not only the provision of separate 
advanced schools in the towns and large centres of population 
put also the creation in certain selected existing national schools 
m rural districts of higher departments under teachers of superior 
attainments, where pupils that had passed through the sixth 
standard could continue their elementary education for three or 
tour years longer. In these schools and advanced departments 
we propose that the staff should consist mainly of national 
teachers of high qualifications and efficiency, but we should also 
offer special inducements to university graduates and other suit 
able persons to take up work of this character. The emoluments 
attaching to such posts would be on a higher scale, than for 
ordinary national school work. Our scheme would not, we believe 
compete m any harmful way with existing technical or secondary 
schools which are, moreover, almost entirely confined to the 
largei towns, and, so far as the latter' schools are concerned offer 
no facilities for pupils living in rural and sparsely populated dis- 
tncts. Our proposals on this matter have now been presented 
to the Government m every year since 1903, but up to the 
present we regret to say that they have met with little- serious 
consideration. We shall not cease to call attention to this 
matter, as we believe that the primary school svstem in Ireland 
will never be complete so- long as it does not comprise adequate 
piovision for higher elementary education.

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that the teaching of agriculture under the Results’ system 
in vogue before 1900 was unsuccessful. But the teaching 
of agriculture referred to was mainly a system of learning facts 
out of a book without any practical work in the garden or out of 
doors, and there is no comparison between such a proceeding and 
the instruction in practical school gardening now proposed. It 
is admitted that the English Board of Education gives special 
grants for instruction in gardening,* and we must strongly pro- 
test against the Treasury’s refusal to give equal treatment to our 
claim in this matter, more especially as the amount involved is 
comparatively small. 

The unfortunate position of many efficient teachers recently Promotion 
promoted to the first grade, but not yet in receipt of the salary °* achers 
attaching thereto owing to the want of vacancies in the grade, 1 
to which we directed attention in our last report, still continues. 

Of 30 teachers promoted to the first section of the first grade on 
1st April, 1909, 5 have not yet received any increase of salary, 
and 18 received the salary of the higher grade on dates subse- 
quent to the dates of their nominal promotion ; there were, in 
addition, 12 teachers qualified for similar promotion on 1st April, 

1910, whose turn has not yet come to receive the higher salary. 

In the second section of the first grade, all the 67 teachers pro- 
moted from 1st April, 1909, have now received the salary of the 
grade, 25 of them on dates subsequent to the date of their pro- 
motion. There were 31 teachers promoted to the same grade on 
1st April, 1910, and of these only 3 have so far received the 
higher salary. In addition to the above, several more teachers 
became qualified for promotion on 1st April, 1911. We. have 
continued to press on the attention of the Government the. great 
hardship to which these teachers are subjected, but so far without 
securing any promise of relief for them. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1911, we awarded pro- 
motions to higher grades to 187 teachers, who had successfully 
complied with the prescribed conditions. Of these teachers 20 
were promoted to the first section of the first grade, 48 to the 
second section of the first grade, and the remainder, 119, to the 
second grade. As stated above, a number of the teachers 
(masters) promoted to the first grade have not yet received the 
increase of salary consequent on their promotion, owing to the 
want of vacancies in the grade. 

Besides these cases of ordinary promotion we have also con- 
sidered the cases of certain principal teachers who have shown 
exceptional ability in the discharge of their duties during a long 
period. After a careful examination of each such case we have 
granted special promotion to 58 principal teachers, of whom 8 
were placed in the first section of the first grade, 3 in the 
second section of the first grade, and 47 in the second grade. 

The teachers specially promoted to the first grade here mentioned 
were all mistresses ; owing to* the want of vacancies we have been 
reluctantly obliged to cease to make awards of exceptional pro- 
motion. to the first grade in the case of masters of high efficiency.

Re P ut forward requests to the Treasury for funds to meet the cost 

Commis- °* several modifications and improvements in our system 
sioners. Amongst the more important of these are a scheme of improved 
payments by means of bonuses for the principal teachers of large 
schools, estimated to cost about £11,000 per annum ; the claim 
of the provincial training colleges to the Tree Home G-rants, en- 
joyed by those situated in Dublin and its neighbourhood* ■ ’new 
residential buildings for the women students of our training 
college m Marlborough Street ; and extra fees for teachers of the 
Latin, Trench, and German languages in the national schools 
We regret that the Treasury has found itself unable to accede to 
our demands in respect of these and other applications which we 
have felt obliged to make in the interests of education. 

With reference to the last-mentioned claim, that for fees for 
a second language in the national schools, we wish to point out 
to Your Excellency that for some time past we have been desirous 
ot making the study of a second language an integral part of the 
course of study in our training colleges. But that this may be 
done, it is imperative that those who intend to enter the teaching 
l\ote sal °n should be able to commence their language studies 
while still pupils of a national school. It is no part of the 
function of a training college to take up the teaching of a second 
language for its own sake, nor does the time at the students’ 
disposal admit of more than a restricted period being set apart 
for such studies; if any satisfactory progress is to be made, the 
language must be commenced and the foundations must be laid 
before the student enters for a course of a training. Encourage- 
ment is at present given by the payment of special fees to 
students of Irish m our schools, but no such facilities are offered 
to those who would wish to qualify in Trench or Latin, and while 
this is the case, to insist on a second language as a condition of 
entrance to the colleges would be to handicap the students from 
many parts of the country, and, if persisted in, injuriously to 
affect the supply of trained teachers. We have, therefore asked 
for powers to encourage the study of Latin, Trench, and German 
m the schools, but without success. We have renewed our 
application on behalf of Latin alone, a language which as is 
doubtless well known to Tour Excellency, has proved for many a 
bcottish youth the stepping-stone from the primary school to the 
University and thence to many a subsequent career ‘of great utility 
and successful effort at home and abroad. We hope, therefore,

At the same time we may point out that had 
we the power of establishing higher elementary schools and 
advanced departments of national schools in rural districts of the 
country, to which we have already made reference, there would 
be little or no necessity to make a demand for extra fees for

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language teaching. In this connection we may advert to the 
fact that few Irish native speakers are able to qualify for en- 
trance to the training colleges, owing largely to the fact that the 
facilities for general education in the districts in which they 
reside are of a mediocre kind, and no secondary schools are, as a 
rule, available in such places. This fact adversely affects, and 
will continue to delay, the provision of qualified teachers of Irish 
in our schools, and we earnestly hope that the remedy that we 
have suggested will receive serious consideration at the hands 
of the Government. 

Before concluding this portion of our Report we desire to re- 
cord a strong protest against the great delay in acceding to our 
proposals for the improvement of the system of National Educa- 
tion which we have put forward from time to time during the 
past eight years. We again point out that this delay is causing 
an irreparable loss to primary education and we earnestly urge 
that funds should be immediately placed at our disposal for accor- 
ding the children attending our national schools opportunities 
for advancement similar to those enjoyed for many years past by 
the youth of Great Britain. We trust Your Excellency will 
press” upon the Treasury the need for a large increased grant 
from the Exchequer to meet our demands which have been 
steadily accumulating for many years. 

The number of trained teachers in our schools continues to Trained 
show a gratifying increase, and since 1899 the percentage has teachers, 
risen from 47'8 to 67'9. For many years we have required 
training as a condition of appointment of all principal teachers, 
and we have now extended this rule to all appointments of 
assistant masters after 1st July, 1912. 

The number of schools in which cookery and laundry-work are Extra 
taught continues to increase. On 31st December, 1910, 2,672 sub i eote 
schools took cookery, as compared with 2,342 on the previous 
31st December. The number taking laundry-work increased in 
the same period from 336 to 695. There has been a correspond- 
ing increase in the amounts paid in special grants for these 
branches. We have furthermore made arrangements with the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for the 
attendance of national school pupils at classes in domestic 
economy in technical schools, where the local committees in 
charge of the latter are desirous of co-operating, and we have 
obtained permission to pay in such cases a grant of Is. 6 d. per 
pupil to the authorities of the technical school. We anticipate 
that these arrangements will secure for the pupils of urban dis- 
tricts a thoroughly sound course of instruction in domestic 
economy. 

The Irish language was taught in 2,800 o f our schools on the 
31st December, 1910, and in 191 schools a bilingual programme 
of Irish and English is now taken up. This programme is con- 
fined to schools where the majority of the pupils speak Irish 
sufficiently well to warrant the conclusion that bilingual instruc- 
tion will be more beneficial to them than the ordinary instruction 
through English alone. 
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The important question of the principles which should mainly 
determine the judgment of our inspectors regarding the schools 
and their attitude towards the managers and teachers has recently 
occupied our earnest attention, and we have felt it desirable to 
state in detail our intentions in these respects. We have accord- 
ingly called the attention of our inspectors to the importance of 
keeping constantly before them when estimating the value of a 
school the chief aims of all primary education, viz. : — the forma- 
tion of character, the training in good habits, and the develop- 
ment of intelligence, and have impressed upon them that these 
functions of the school far exceed in permanent value any tem- 
porary results that may be secured in storing the mind with 
information or in merely cultivating the memory. But in 
emphasising the importance of good tone and intelligence in 
school work we must not be misunderstood; it -is almost alto- 
gether through the careful and conscientious performance of his 
daily tasks and perseverance in attention to the details of school 
management that a teacher succeeds in attaining those higher 
characteristics of good educational work on which we have laid 
such stress, and it is not to be thought that there is any other 
royal road to efficiency in education than that which necessitates 
care and thoroughness in all departments of the day’s duties. It 
is the settled and habitual performance of his task that shows the 
teacher’s character, and it is through his character that his per- 
manent influence on his pupils for good or for evil makes itself 
felt. _ We believe that our intentions in this respect will succeed 
in raising popular ideals of education to a higher plane, and tend 
to the cultivation and development of a fuller citizenship in our 
people. 

We now proceed to give Your Excellency detailed information 
under various heads.

This shows a decrease of 64 in the number of schools in oper- 
ation when compared with the number on the 31st December, 1909. 
The decrease is in considerable measure due to the amalgama- 
tion of adjoining boys’ and girls’ schools, or of small schools in 
the same locality. 

2. Of these schools, 3357 were vested schools, the remainder 
were non-vested. 

The vested schools include (a) those vested in the Commis- 
sioners, and (i) those vested in trustees, under deeds to which 
the Commissioners are a party, for the purpose of being main- 
tained as National Schools.

The non-vested schools include school-houses erected from 
funds locally provided, or, in a few instances, from loans avail- gcll00ls . 
able under the Act of 1884, 47 & 48 Vic., cap. 22, and schools 
formerly vested, the leases of which have expired. In a con- 
siderable number of cases the leases under which schools were 
vested expired on the death of His late Majesty King Edward 
VII. 

3. The erection and improvement of vested school premises Building 
are carried out under the direction of the Board of Public Works. Grants ‘ 

On the 1st of April, 1910, the amount for which that Board 
was liable in respect of grants already made by us and notified 
to them was £123,390.

5. We approved of applications to the Board of Works for 
loans, to the amount of £140 for enlarging and otherwise im- 
proving existing non-vested school-houses. 

We also approved of loans in 27 cases to provide teachers’ 

residences, and m 4 cases to improve existing residences. The 

total amount or the loans approved was £7,300. 

Since the year 1875, when the National School Teachers’ 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1827 applications for 
loans and 81 applications for grants, have been approved by us 
In a large percentage of cases, however, the Teachers are as yet 
unprovided with suitable residences. ^ 

On the 31st December, 1910, according to returns received 
2 9 T 7 th A mana £® rs >, teachers’ residences were connected with 
2,297 oidinary schools, In 907 of these cases the residence was 
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entirely free to the teacher ; in the remaining 1,390 cases the 
teachers paid rent or taxes, or both. The estimated annual 
value of free residences was £6,438.

Compulsory Attendance Provisions of the Irish 
Education Act, 1892. 

52. At the end of the year 1910, 226 School Attendance Irish 
Committees existed, 90 in Urban Districts and 136 in Rural Edu «»tion 
Districts. According to reports received from the Committees, the Act ’ 1892 ' 
provisions of the Act were enforced, during the year, by 222 of 
these Committees. 


Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 14, 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to make 
75 complete attendances in each half-year ending respectively the 
30th June and the 31st December. 


There are 40 towns having municipal government, to which the 
provisions of the Act apply, but for which school attendance com- 
mittees have not been appointed. There are 116 Rural Districts 
without school attendance committees. 


We give here a table showing, for the places with school 
attendance committees and for those without school attendance 
committees respectively, the average number of pupils on the 
rolls of the National Schools, the average daily attendance, and 
the percentage of the average daily attendance to the average

56. 330 Merit Certificates were issued during the year to 
pupils over 13 years of age who had been enrolled in the 
Seventh Standard for one year, and who had, in the opinion of 
the inspectors, attained to considerable proficiency in English, 
Arithmetic, and Geography. The number of pupils enrolled in 
Seventh or higher Standard increased from 9,143 in 1904 to 
21,980 at the end of the year 1910.
